just issued by ihe bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce, department of 
commerce, makes the claim that only 
120 IfKi of lumber is used for each 1000 
feel that stood In the forest. 


It was the prodigious wasto of Amer- 
Jcan forest resources that led the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic commerce 
tc plan a thorough study of the meth- 
ods of utilizing tho waste products of 
the lumber industry, here in the United 
Slates and In those European countries 
that have made the most distinct prog- 
ress lit this line. In the older and more 
thickly 
settled 
countries of 
the old 


world necessity led to a careful utiliza- 
tion of tho forests many years before 
the subject was seriously discussed in 
this country. And in these older coun- 


i tries many methods have been worked 
out that should lie of value 
in this 


country now thai the old-time wasteful 
methods have been brought into disre- 
pute. 
The 
plan 
was to 
have 
the 


American industry profli as much as 
possible by the hard earned experience 
of tlie older countries. 


Unfortunately, ihe war 
upset 
the 


plan completely, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect of making the pro- 
posed Investigation. But as the bureau 
had already engaged Prof. H. K. Ben- 
son, 
a well known authorily on Ihe 


subject, it was decided to go ahead anr 
make a study of the industry in this 
country. The bulletin just issued is the 
result of this study. It gives a definite 
idea of how far the manufacture o 
lumber by-products has been developer! 
in ihis country, how far it may reason- 
ably be expected to develop in the fu- 
ture, and just what some of the proh- 
lems are that confront the industry. 


There is a complete review of the 


wood-uistillation industries, the manu- 
facture of tannin extract, the manufac- 
ture of the various kinds of wood pulp 
used ill the paper industry, the produc- 
tion of ethyl alcohol from sawriust, the 
manufacture of 
producer gas, and a 


number of other minor proriucls. 
The 


extent to which these industries are 
carried on is outlined, and in cases 
where an industry is not prospering a 
discussion of the causes for such a con- 
dition is given. Jmport anrt export sta- 
tistics are included when available. 


The annual production of wood pulp 


in the United States is valuer! at over 
55.0,000,000. 
Sulphite-pulp makers are 


considerably interested in the possible 
utilization of the sulphite waste liquor 
for the recovery of sulphur 
or other 


profitable utilization. 
This would re- 


sult in a lowering of the cost ai sul- 
phite pulp. The manufacture of kraft 
pulp is also becoming well established 
and is bringing about the utilization o 
cheaper wood. 


The utilization of wood for the mino 


processes described in this report i 
not extensive. The manufacture of al 
cohol from sawdust has hardly passe 
the experimental stage, although tech 
nical men arc optimistic as to the ulti- 
mate success of the process. 
One of 


the most interesting possibilities lies 
in the use of hydrolyzerl sawdust as a 
carbohydrate cattle food. Tho, use of 
wood for producer gas deserves more 
extended 
introduction 
in 
industrial 


plants. 
The manufacture of plastics 


from wood is still enveloped in secrecy, 
and, like the manufacture^ wood flour 
has apparently been developed to a 
much greater exient in European coun- 
tries.

tive Thinking, Says Pres. Fahey 


WASHINGTON-, Feb. 8.—Warning to 


American business men to place less 
dependence upon the "proverbial Amer- 
ican guess'' and to 
do 
constructive 


thinking, to become less partisan In 
dealing with great economic questions, 
and to systematical)!' discourage the 
prevalent disparagement of the efforts 
of men in public life was voiced by 
John 11. Fahey, president of the cham- 
ber of commerce of tUo United States, 
at the opening of its fourth annual 
convention today. 


"I. am convinced." said 
President 


Fancy, "that if we are Quite frank 
with ourselves we must realize that 
for many years we have been very 
poorly Informed as to the real facts 
involved in great questions before the 
country of special interest to us. The 
workmen In their organizations and 
the farmers in thelrs^have been far 
better posted on matters of particu- 
lar importance to them that have the 
business men iti their field; but we 
have now come to .the period in the 
history of America when less depend- 
ence can be placed upon the proverb- 
ial American guess. 
We must begin 


to do constructive thinking. 


"I believe also that American busi- 


ness men would be much more useful 
to the country and to themselves If 
they were less inclined toward parti- 
sanship in dealing 
with 
the greal 


economic questions which so vitally 
affect their interests. 
A number ol 


our most important problems would 
have been disposed of in oorigre~J 
years ago but for petty politics. 


"Another thing we 
business 
men 


should set out systematically to dis- 
courage Is the altogether too preva- 
lent and continuous disparagement o 
the efforts of men in public life. When 


the business man himself has a little 
experience with holding office or when 


comes to understand congress, or 


the average state legislature" as 
it 


really is, he usually begins to change 
Ills views about public servants if he 
Is at all fair-minded. 


"If congressmen or senators do not 


understand business questions, a fair 
share of responsibility rests with the 
business men for until we formed 
this organization we never employed 
any method for advising them what 
they could be expected to accept ""as 
represenling the business view. I am 
satisfied that congress la not only 
ready but glad to be fair to business 
and to co-operate with us in every 
way possible In the advancement of 
the common welfare. 
'I know I reflect the sentiment of 


the business men of the nation as a 
whole when I say that all we want is 
to bave our causes considered dispas- 
sionately, and we are confident that 
the right kind of a verdict will usually 
result. 


"Let 
UB constantly keep 
in mind, 


also, that while being perfectly free to 
criticize 
the 
demagogue 
and 
the 


mountebank in public life, 
we 
will 


never accomplish anything In raising 
the standards of statesmanship unless 
we go out of our way to praise and sup- 
port those who really make sacrifices 
because public spirit impels them to 
give years of their lives to the slate 
with very meagre returns."

Full Bench Ruling in Compensa- 


tion Act—Makes No Distinction 
Between Healthy or Diseased 


BOST6N, Feb. S.—That 
tho work- 


men's compensation act does not con- 
fine its protection to healthy employes 
only,, but extends it to all employes, 
the- weak and strong, the diseased and 
healthy, was determined by the 
full 


bench of the supreme court yesterday 
in an important decision 
affirming a 


decree of the Industrial accident board 
awarding Hon'ora B. Madden $226.66 by 
the American Mutual Liability company 
for medical and hospital treatment for 
the first 14 days after her Injury. 


Mrs. Madden was employed in the M. 


3. Whlttall carpet factory, Worcester. 
While pulling a carpet she suffered an 
attack of angina, vectorls, due to a 
weakened condition of her heart. 
The 


accident board held this was a personal 
Injury within the meaning of the stat- 
ute. The court takes that view, too, in 
construing the act. Mrs. Madden said 
she "felt something give way," which 
evidence, accompanied by symptoms ol 
angina peclorls. may have been found 
to be a "personal injury," 
says 
the 


court In an opinion written by Chief 
Justice Rugg. 
It was urged in argument that such 


a liberal construction as would include 
protection to diseased and unhealthy 
employes might lead to the exclusion 
from employment in all Industries o 
persons 
not in 
good 
health, which 


would inevitably cause a great hard 
ehip to'them. That course, it was sug 
gested, might become necessary on ai 
economic basis, as it might make th 
cost of industrial enterprises prohibi 
lively large. 
The court dismissed that line of ar 


gument,, but suggesting it was one t 
be directed to the'legislature, not tho they arise." 


ourt, which merely construed the stat 
to as enacted, and -the statute con 
ained nothing to indicate that Its pro 
isions were Intended only for the pro 
ection of the healthy employes.

Middlesex Women's Club Hears 


Message of Optimism After Re- 
view of Contemporary Stage 


William Lyon Phelps, Ph.D., pro- 


fessor of English literature at 
Yale 


university, was the speaker before tho 
Middlesex Women's 
club yesterday 


afternoon, his subject being "Present 
Conditions 
and 
Tendencies of 
the 


Drama." 
It was a wonderfully Inter- 


esting lecture, scholarly, tilled with 
illustrations and with a sprinkling of 
the witty comments for which Profes- 
sor Phelps Is famous. Tho breadth of 
view, 
the 
unaffected 
honesty, 
tho 


quaint Irony, the childlike enthusiasm 
and withal the genuine idealism that 
gives a tremor to the voice and a 
mistiness to the eye were all there* as 
of old, and Professor Phelps again un- 
consciously asserted his right to be 
regarded as the most beloved of lec- 
turers. And yet the term "lecture" 
scarcely describes tho talks of 
this 


keen and kindly critic who 
rambles 


on In his unique, delightful way, re- 
vealing his tireless explorations 
into 


the realm of literature and playing on 
the emotions of his audience as the 
skilled musician plays on some deli- 
cate instrument. 
War Poems 


In a foreword, Prof. Phelps spoke of 


the depressing effect of the war on 
the higher tones of literature.. .Thjs, 
he said, was the case in our 
own 


country during the Civil war, only one 
great poem having been produced— 
James Russell Lowell's "Commemora- 
tion Ode." The only Knglish war po- 
ems that stand, out .from the ma,S3 of 
•war literature are Masefleld's "August 
1914," a poem by Hardy, and one or 
two 
sonnets 
by 
Rupert 
Brooke. 


Brooke, he thinks, is 
overestimated 


because of his glowing personality, his 
Intense existence and his tragic death 
at Gallipoll. He felt the 
spirit of 
youth In a' strangely- self-conscious 
way and had all youth's intolerance 
for age. "Too bad."

prisonment and shall be prima facie 
negligent. The street commissioners 
of cities and the selectmen of towns 
may eliminate from the provisions of 
the bill any streets whore they believe 
its application would be undesirable. 
This bill is aimed to make pedestrians 
and drivers of 
vehicles respect ench 


other's rights. The traveled roadway 
Is essentially the place 
for vehicles 


and'not for pedestrians save at cross 
walks or when hoarding or 
leaving 


street cars. At the latter place 
the 


pedestrian's rights must be respected. 
If this law was in force on certain of 
our city streets, hundreds of accidents 
would be avoided."

Into operation?" the speaker contin- 
ued."They will," Mr. Padget said, 
"as 


soon as they get authority provided in 
this resolution." 


"We shall all die of old age before

A bulletin 


on the subject of lumber by-prouui-tn 
just issued by the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce, department of 
commerce, makes the claim that only 
-il'o feet of lumber is used for each 1000 
feet thai stood In the forest. 


it was the prodigious waste of Amer- 
:can forest resources that led the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic commerco 
tc plan a thorough study of the meth- 
ods of utilizing the waste products of 
the. lumber industry, here In the United 
States and in those European countries 
that have made the most distinct prog- 
ress in this lin«. In'the older and more 
thickly 
settled 
countries of 
the old 


world necessity led to a careful utiliza- 
tion of the forests many years before 
the subject was seriously discussed in 
this country. And in these older coun- 
tries many methods have been worked 
out that should be of value 
in 
this 


country now that the old-time wasteful 
methods have been hrought into disre- 
pute.

American industry proilt ''as much as 
possible by tlie hard earned experience 
of the older countries.

IN YEAR 


WASHINGTON', Feb. 8,—Warning to 


American business men lo place less 
dependence upon the "proverbial Amer- 
ican guess" and to 
do 
constructive 


thinking, to become Jess partisan In 
dealing with grr-at economic questions, 
anil to systematically discourage the 
prevalent disparagement of the efforts 
of men in public life was voiced by 
John H. Fahey, president ot the cham- 
ber of commerce of tl*e United States, 
at the opening of its fourth annual 
convention today. 


"I am convinced." 
said 
President 


Fahey, "that If we arc quite frank 
with ourselves we must realize that 
for many years we have been very 
poorly Informed as to the real facts 
involved In great questions before the 
country of special interest to us. The 
workmen In their organizations and 
the farmers in theirs have been far 
better posted oa jr.itters of particu- 
lar importance to them that have the 
business men in their field; but we 
have now come to [he period in the 
history of America .when less depend- 
ence can be placed upon the proverb- 
ial American guess. 
We must begin 


to do constructive thinking. 


"I believe also that American busi- 


ness men would he much more useful 
to the country and to themselves If 
they were less inclined toward parti 
sanshlp In dealing 
with 
the 
great 


economic questions which so vitally 
affect their Interests. 
A number of 


our most Important problems would 
have been disposed of in congress 
years ago but for petty politics. 


"Another thing we 
business 
men 


should set out systematically to uis- 
courage is the altogether too preva- 
lent and continuous disparagement ol 
the efforts of men in public life, When 


the business man himself has a little 
experience with holding office or when 
he comes to understand congress, or 
the average state 
legislature as 
It 


really is, he usually begins to change 
his views about public servants if he 
Is at all fair-minded. 


"If congressmen or senators do not 


understand business questions, a fair 
share of responsibility rests with the 
business men for until we formed 
this organization we never employed 
any method for advising them what 
they could he expected to accept as 
representing the business view. I am 
satisfied that congress is not only 
ready but glad to be fair to business 
and to co-operate with us in every 
way possible in the advancement of 
the common welfare. 


"I know I relied the sentiment of 


the business men of the nation as a 
whole when I say that all we want Is 
to have our causes considered dispas- 
sionately, and wo are confident that 
the right kind of u verdict will usually 
result. 


"Let us constantly keep 
in mind, 


also, that while being perfectly free to 
criticize 
the 
demagogue 
and 
the 


mountebank in public life, 
we will 


never accomplish anything in raising 
the standards of statesmanship unless 
we go out of our way to praise and sup- 
port those who really make sacrifices 
because public spirit impels them to 
give years of their lives to the state 
with very meagre returns,"

Between Healthy or Diseased 


BOSTON, Feb. S.—That 
the 
work- 


men's compensation act does not con- 
fine its protection to healthy employes 
only, but extends it to all employes, 
the weak and strong, the diseased and 
healthy, was determined by the full 
bench of tho supreme court yesterday 
in an important decision 
ailirming a 


decree of Ibo industrial accident board 
awarding Honora B. Madden $225.55 by 
the American Mutual Liability company 
for medical and hospital treatment for 
the first 1-1 days after her injury. 


Mrs. 
Madden was employed in the 11. 


J. Whittall carpel factory, Worcester. 
While pulling a carpet she suffered an 
attack 
of 
angina pectoris. due to a 


weakened condition of her heart. The 


. accident board held this was a personal 


Injury within the meaning of the stat- 
ute. The court takes that view, too, in 
construing the act. Mrs. Madden said 
she "felt something give way," which 
evidence, accompanied by symplovis of 
angina pectoris, may have been found 
to be a "personal Injury." says 
the 


court lu an opinion written by Chief 
Justice Rugg. 
It was urged in argument that such 


a liberal construction as would include 
protection to diseased and unhealthy 
employes might lead tn the exclusion 
from employment in all industries of 
persons 
not 
in good 
health, which 


would-inevitably cause a great hard- 
ship to them. That course, it WHS sug- 
gested, . might become necessary on an 
economic basis, as it might make the 
cost of industrial enterprises prohibi- 
tively large. 
The court dismissed that line of ar- 


gument, but suggesting it was one to 


rnurt, which merely construed the stat- 
ute as enacted, and the statute con- 
tained nothing 10 indicate that its pro- 
visions were Intended only for the pro- 
tection of the healthy employes.

Middlesex Women's Club Hears 


Message of Optimism After Re- 
view of Contemporary Stage 


William Lyon Phelps, Ph.D., pro- 


fessor of English literature at 
Yale 


university, was the speaker before tho 
Middlesex Women's 
club 
yesterday 


afternoon, his subject being "Present 
Conditions 
and 
Tendencies 
of 
ihe 


Drama." It was a wonderfully inter- 
esting lecture, scholarly, filled with 
illustrations and with a sprinkling of 
the witty comments for which Profes- 
sor Phelps Is famous. The breadth of 
view, 
the 
unaffected 
honesty, 
the 


quaint irony, the childlike enthusiasm 
end withal the genuine idealism that 
gives a tremor to the voice and a 
mistiness to the eye were all there as 
of old, and Professor Phelps again un- 
consciously asserted his right to be 
regarded as the most beloved of lec- 
turers. And yet the term "lecture" 
scarcely describes the talks of 
this 


keen and kindly critic who 
rambles 


on in his unique, delightful way, re- 
vealing his tireless explorations into 
the realm of literature and playing on 
the emotions of his audience as the 
skilled musician playa on some deli- 
cate Instrument. 
War Poem» 


In a foreword, Prof. Phelps spoke of 


the depressing effect of the war on 
tho higher forms of literature. This, 
he said, was the case in our 
own 


country during tho Civil war, only one 
great poem having been produced— 
James Russell Lowell's "Commemora- 
tion Ode." The only English war po- 
ems that stand out from the mass of 
war literature are Masefleld's "August 
19U," a poem by Hardy, and one or 
two sonnets 
by 
Brooke, he thinks. 


Rupert 
Brooke. 


Is 
overestimated 


because of his glowing personality, his 
intense existence and hia tragic death 
at Gallipoll. .He felt the 
spirit 
of 
youth'in a strangely self-conscious 
way and had all youth's intolerance 
for age. "Too bad," said 
Professor 


Phelps, "that he did not live to realize 
that age was not so bad after all."
